the nquatic mummala, and the skins of a 
few species of fish are also utilised in this 
way, but owing to the iather yncerfain 
nature ‘of. tho’ aupply, the leathers ‘arb 
utilised genorally for the production: of 
bovelties ur fancy goods. Soma ofthese 
leathers are, nevertheloss, of: considerable 
‘econémic importance, natably these ‘made 
from the skins of the Porpoise, alligator, 
and walrus, 

It is aways noecasary in n preparing skins 
for tanning to exercisd great care in remoy- 
ing them from tho animale.“ Kaifo-cuis 
greatly deprociate the value of the skin, and 
the same applies to hides which have been 
inyjured through the animals fighting. Such 
skins should be rejected, or at least packed 
and dealt with seperately from the un- 
injured ones. 

After ‘removal of the skin. the fins-and 
tail-pieces aro cut off, and os much as possi- 
ble of the Mubber and ony adhering fiesh 
removed. The skins aro next ‘salted ”-to 


‘|prevent decomposition, and as they. are 


generally very oily in charactor, this is best 
accomplished by ‘dry salting” or plentifully 
sprinkling with salt. Borux-has also beon 
suggested for this purpnse, and although 
more expensive, could piohably be used-in 
smaller quantity than salt, In the dry, 
‘salted cundition skins may be kept fora 
considerable time and readily transported 
over long distances without deterioration. 
After being received at the tanneries moat 
of the oil is removed. by pressure, andthe 
hides are-at once placed. in the liao pits in
